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1. In the half of a century covered in the study, there is e consistent trend 
of harrowiug"the gap between tho remmoration of the higher class and that 
of the lower cliss among salaried workers. This narrowing of the remmeration 
Bep cones about almost entirely through the reduction of the real income of 
the upper levels, while that of the lower bracket has steyod consistently 
at minimon sibeistonce throughout the peried. Bach of the sesial, political 
end militery crises in this period has res sulted in the reduction of real 
income of the upper salaried class, forcing ite elements to accept a lower 
standard of living and to recoguize as en inevitable trond tho gradual, 
comparative equalization of incomes among calaried workers, maling the roturn 
to the old scale impossible. The moss drastic change occured during and 
inmediately after the Japances invasion, end the Commun. st revolution hes 
brought the SOeyear trend te a climax. 


Zo The salary regulations of the Ch'ing dynasty show that, in the yeer 1900, 
the difference of pey for a provincial gwovernor and that of a common 
servant in a yamen was 2,000 times. In the same yeer, the pay Por the 
head of a governnent school was 500 times that for « school servant, The 
pay is measured in terms of rice, so as to represent ran) income commarabla 
for different periods in the study, Were tho high salaries represemts the 
old order in which a successful scholastic and political earcor meant 
both position and wealth, The remunerations here include only salaries as 
mentioned in government regulations and exclude the wilmow. factor of tha 
old-time squeeze, If the letter is ineluded, the difference between the 
lower and the higher brackets could be much greater than the sbove fuguros, 
which were fentastic in any modern democratic economic structure, but, 
efter the old civil service examination system was abolished and tho Ch'tize 
dynasty overthrow by the revolution, the high income braskets began to tcunble 
down steadily, never to regain an upwerd trend, Begining then, the difference 
of real income betweon the averages for college professors end that for sehool 
menial workers was reduced to 30 times im 1920, 14 times in 1930, and 6 times 
by 1950, (before the Comminists assumed pewer in Canton,). 4 400ycer poyroli 
record of a private high school shows the difference of real income in terms 
of rice between the aversge for the teachers and that for the meziel workers 
in the school ag: 1910, 28.9 times; 1920, 2] times; 1980, 7 times, and 
31950, 3 tines.

A year by year oxamination of the records shows that, each time vhere has been 
a major social or political disturbance, such as a change of govermnont or 

a radical social upheaval like thet during the mid-1920's, or the currency 
disturbance during and after the Ver under the Kuomintang rogime, the vez] 
incomes of the upper levels suffered an irretrieveble reduction, while that of 
the menial workers and the lower clerical personnel remained pretty much at 
the subsistence floor. The lebor movement in the 1920's scorcd some gains 
for the workers, but they were comparatively small and temporary, for the 
gaing in terms of currency were soon wiped out by the econtinucusly rising 
cost of living and the drastic suppression against labor unions by the 
Nationalist Goverment after CHIANG Kai-shek essumed power in Hamking. 


For ten years since 1939 or 1940, the real income of the upper level of the 
wage earners, ospecially goverment and educational employses, took a continuous 
dip, with only brief pauses betwoon, Theprovorbial story of « Kuming 
professor pulling a ricksha after classes tells vividly of this class during 
the wartime days. The fast skidding of the Netionalist Goverment postwar 
currency plunged their real income Lower than ever, preparing then to accept 
the Commmist regime as senething that could net be worse then their existing 
state, Recalling that the savings from five cr six years of steady college — 
teaching would build oneself a comfortable modern house beck in the 1920's 
and 30's, a professor in the postwar days was liable to accept: some of the 
slogans put up by the Communists, since no relief was in sight from aay 

other quarter, Mosamwhile, the general cry among the intelloctuels to “live 
close to the atandards of the common people” prepared him mentally to accept 


the continuoisly narrowing gap between his economic status and that of the 


menial workers, 


In the seme period, sharizxg the sama fate wers govermnont employees of the 
middle and lower ranks, technicians such as enginesrs, aud the majority of 
doctore end lewyers and other free professionals tho failed to achieve 
prominence in their professions. If salary earnors, including educational 
workers, constitute a functionally strategic part of China's middie class, 
then the steady underminixg of their eccnomic status over the past docades was 
on important point of departure of the pre«liberations China from the old 
traditional order, This is espotially significant because of the Comnunists 
dependence upon these people for their educated background and technical 

sliil to rum the country under tho now regime, Their steadily worsouiug 
economic atatus makes it possible for the new regime to reeducate thom aud gain 
their loyalty, if given time, for the now Camunist stata. 


‘If the income of the lower cless steod etill and that of the middle class 


salary carners was steadily reduced, where did the wealth of the country go to? 
All fingers, including these of the Commuists, polnt to the inseparable pair: 
the tep govermmest exccutives and the big-time business men, Thore is plenty 
of reference literature with varying degrees of reliability, ond the terrific 
digtance between the rich and the poor in the postwar Chinese citiss scsi 

to substantiate a good part of the story. , 


After the assumption of power by the Communists, the educational workers and 
technicians are treated with special favor, and the currency is stabilised, 
Consequently, their economic conditions seo some imprevement over that under 
the Netionalists. A university president, for instance, is paid 1,800 

catties of millet in Pekivg, the same as a departmental minister in the centrai 
government, and equivalent: to US $300 of purchasing pewor in Hong Kong today. 
Professors aro paid 900 te 1,300 ecstties, equivalent to high ranking government 
executives. In ries areas, the pay is worked out according to the price of 
rics against the price of millet. Though far away from pre-war standards, 
college teachers enjoy a minimum of physical comfort which is an improvenent 
over t’o almost literal atarvetion in the postwar deys. As to the gap botween 
the tesvhers and the menial workers, it rensine much the some as in the pres ~ 
Commnist daye, and probably will continue te be so for some time to cana. 

The salary reguiationa of the llinistry of Edveation fixes a G-grade pay 

scale, covering school mevia workers to toschers in colleges, and the | 
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difference botweon a full professor and a jenitor, for exanple, is six times, 
Here, the menial workers received some raise in pay, about 20% in terns of 
reel incomes but their biggest gein under the Communist power seems to be 
the beginning of welfare berefits such as compensation for their children's 
education, medical care, injury and disability benefits, and the like. The 
expenditure for the workers' raised pay and welfare benefits coues partly 
from pulling dowa the full professors’ salary to approwimete that of the 
assistant professors, Generally there is the tendency of reduction in the 
salary differentials betwoor the ranks among the teaching steff, and this 
reduction comes by some reduction cf the salarios of the full professors 
and some reise of thet of the assistante and instructors. Regionally 
speaking, While the north pays teachers in millet and the south in rice, the 
real income (or the purchasing power of rico in the south) of southern 
teachors is about one-third lower than that of the nortuern teachers. So, 
while teachers are feirly satisfied in Peking, those in Canton still live 
close to the subsistence level and cousequently grumble a great deal, 


3. Ranking among the favored group along with the college teachers are the 
technical experts and medical personnel, In fact a dector working in a 
medical institution receives about 30-50 more pay than the avorage of a full 
professor, Valuable doctors, such as surgeous, sonstimes get twice as much as 
full professors. The chief surgeon of the Central Hospital in Canston, for 
exanpls, fete 2,000 catties cf rice per mouth while the overage full professer 
gets about 1,000 catties. Technical experts receive about the cane salary 
as the average for full profassors. Some twenty engineers omployed in 
factories in the Canton area report e salary ranzo between 1,000 and 1,300 
catties of rice, However, taose doctors engeged in private practice eer 
a very Wide renge of income, depending upon their personal succeas in their 
respective fields. This is sspecially sowith doctors in areas where the 
general economy has gained sana degree of recovery. Tor sxanple, privete 
decters in Peking are generally doing well, It is not rare that a succossful 
practitioner makes as mich as 5 to 6 thousand cattics of millet a month 
in Peking, or 5 or 6 times wast a professor would earn, Yor « while, it 
was difficult for hospitals to hire doctors becaune of the comperatively 
low pays whereupon the governuent suspended the issuance of new licenses 
for private practice, and it was not until some time last fall thet this 
restriction ageinat private oractice was relaxed, but private doctors are 
urged to give several hours a dey to render free service to petients too 
poor to pay a feo, It was revorted that during the first year efter liberation, 
Peking and Tientsin dectors head a vory hard time, but after that, business 
picked up, Canton doctors and hospitels had a similar experience. Unlike 
under the previous regime, private doctors end private hospitels have te pay 
a fairly heavy business tex, ; 


9, Generally speaking, government personel ere paid in two different systems: 
namely, the so-calied supply system and the salery evstem, Party members 
working in the goverament mostly take the former, end now-party persounel 
take the latter, In the supply system, the goverrment supplics inontuly, the 
food, clothing, roag,varying awount of medical care according to rank, 
children's education, and a very limited sun of cesh, Ranks ere graded 
according to the food quality, which falls inte the ramilier classes of big 
stove, medium stevo, mall stove, and the special stove. ‘The big stove is 
a mass cooking affair, mostly vegetarian food, with o wali quantity ot moat 
once or twice a week, It is a very unpalatable course food that would 
take « middie clase youngster a long time to got used te, and maay of thea 
come off with stomach trouble of some kind, ‘he mediun steve food has 
slightly more meat, though for from enough. It represents ‘the very minim: 
quality of the lowar middle class food, The small stove fond is ecolad in 
sali quantities for quality, and it is a nourishing feed with a good mixture 
of meat and vegetables every meal, While the quelity of medium steve faod 
varies from good to bad according to the organization and lecation, the 
small stove food is consistertly good everywhere, In terms of price, the 
big food costa 75 cetties of millet per month in the north and its market price 
equivalent in rice in the sovth, the medium stove is 120 cattlies of miliss 
and the small stove, 180 catties, The specie! stove food is a fine meat 
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with no limit on its quality and cest in the regulations. 


10, The millions of soldiers and the vest number of lower ranking pessoonel 
in the government cat big steve food, and cases of malnutrition and sickness 
from it ere numerous, It was said thet 70% of the party cadres who hava 
served long in thig cetegory suffer some kind chronic illnesses, frequentiy 
TB, The middle ranking military officers and government personnel of tho 
party cat medium stove. Only the oxeoutive heads and the hign cadre group 
sat small stove, The special stove is generally reserved for special 
occasions such as entertaining guests and high vaenking porsonuel stricken 
with sickness, 


ll, The salary system covers a wide range of payment, frem 300 to 1,600 catiies 
of millet or the price equivmlence in rice. Generally spealcing, the middle 
rank employees in the goverrment receive from 400 to 800 ostties, Is is 
impossible to maintain a family of four or five with this selery, now that 
opportunities of squeeze as a subsidy are for the mest part gone. In terns 
ef purchasing power, this range is sbout IKS250-500 in Hong Kong. Thie 
salary takes care of food end a very minimm of clothing. Medical care, 
which is an urgent need in an unsanitary commnity, is difficult, and childron's. 
education, which every Chiness fenily valves so much, frequently has to be 
given up. Asked how are these goverment enployees expected to servo 
atficiently and loyally with ‘this troatment, a party leader answercod thet they 
are expected to draw on their pest savings. But the wmknom Yector is, 
through these years of war and déstruction, how neny have accumlated any 
savings at all, 


L2, Before the Communists’ assumption. of national power, all Conmmist political 
and military personnel wore maintained with the supply systen. It was owt of 
consideration of tha some 9,000,000 govermien’ employees taken over from the 
Nationalists throughout the country that the salary systom was instituted, 

So far as is imo, very few if any Comiunist Party members serve on the salary 
system, There is a regional difference in the adventage or disadvantage 

of these two systems, In the Northeastern provinces where tho winter is 
severe and the fuel cost is heavy, the salary is very inadequate, One factory 
manager was paid the cquivalent of 900 cettics of milist, a comparstively 
attractive salary in China proper, but he had to pay over one-third of his 
bay to buy coal for heating, end the remainder of his selry was barely enough 
to buy cornmeal bread for the family and to send three of the fiwa children 
te school. On the other hand, those serving under the supply system are piven 
coal and other necessities, meking life a lot more comfortabie, But in tha 
south where there is little fuel cost for the winter, ospecially in places 
like Canton, the salary systex is held more preferable, and there is a general 
yearning song the party workers to be switched to the salary syeten, 


ise In all categories in the supply systen, every member in the femiiy, ineLuding 
the wife, is expected to work, in order to receive rations. If there is the 
burden of small children at hous te tie the wife down, and the wife is a useful 
worker, then. for every two children, the goverment supplies one rurse, the wer 
nun. for forale servant. If the expease for the nurses owbneichs: the usefulress 
of tle wife's service, thea the wife is an unproductive mombex of the group, and 
only big stove is supplied to her by the goverment, whatevix stove category 
her husband belongs in. Consequently, it is wot a vare scene in a SOrmOL, 
dining hall where the husband, a productive member, oats fish end neat - 
in the small stove table while next to him ia the wife eatiag at the big steve 
table, being served with a coarse vegetarian dimer, Such scenes horrify many 
unaccustomed ayes that ere used to the unity and equality within the family, 
and deter many from joining the government, fer fear of boing pushed into the 
supply system. Even with the assignment of nurses, the family situation 
is by no means penceful, The wife, a college graduate, of a high party 
leader one day threatened to board the iro very young children out te a 
"complete aursery™, one that keeps the childroa day and night. Said she, 
"The nurses are too young and no geod at taking care of the children, T can'é 
go to work in the day and teke care of the children at night. Either let me 
atay home entirely, or get rid of the children by letting the governnent tala 
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care of them extirely," Tho difficulty of family ‘Life end having children 
is vividly told hore. 


Phere is a third system of paying for one's service, called the contract system. 
fhere is only one rate of pay hore, 150 cattios of millet « momwth, Out of 
this 130 catties, 75 catties are taken out as board on the big stove basis, 
and the 55 catties are given to the recipient in cash for miscellaneous 
expenses, In eddition, he is given two guite of clothes a year, one for 
sumer one for winter, one pair of rubber-scle shoes, a towel end his room. 
He will have to provide the rust of bis personal neods himself, If he gota 
sick the government will give hin medical cara up to a certain limt, 
depending, on the individual case. Persomel of this category receive 

suoport from the goverment on an individual tbesig, and the gevernnent assumes 
no responsibility for their familics. 


Because of different locations of work for husband and wife, the soparaticn 
of familios is very common, one thing thet makes sone of the younger veorkers 
wary depressed, Practically all the students graduated frum college Last 
summer who wore taken in by tho government wore separated from their husbands, 
wives or families: and were ill paid, One may remark that, a pedicebh peddler 
in Peking earns from 400 to 600 catties of millet a mouth, wigher then a 
college graduate. A wunen house servant earns in Peking about 260 catties a 
month with no board, comparazle to what a college graduate receives. The 
strong pressure cf “thought education” urging everyone to work on a self. 
sacrifice besis, like the pavty mewhors, succocds in convincing 10 or 20 per 
cent of the students to tabs this treatment and like 1%. Tart the rest are 
quite unregenerated,and take the government jobs becuuse nothing else is in 
sight. They do not mow how long they will have to remain in this categery 
before being proxoeted to higher levels of remuneration. Lest summer and 
fall, some 7,000 to 8,000 college graduates took jobs assigned by the 
government, most out of desparation. 


Attempting to explein avay this meager treatment of graduates who used to Look 
forward to a rosy future after college, one party leader seid, "This will give 
these younger elements of the bourgeols ciass a thorough test, aud we'll rapidly 
promote the ones who can show an ability to work and a willingness to take 
hardship end make sacrifices, The common people are not carning very wich 

in China these days, and students leaving school shovld sot live above the 
people's standard, Moreover, if we raise their pay far above what the 

workers earn, there will be inflation, and it will zot bo casy for us to 

keep the party members contented, as many of the latter were students, Anyway, 
if the government has money to spare, it ought to go into neany urgently 

needed projects of production and reconstruction. A little hardship won't 
hurt the youmg students, and there cannot be any substanticol improvement 

until the ontire body of govermmeut workers can got a poneral reise in pay.” 


The unemployment problem aside, the assuaption of power by the Communists 
brought little improvement on the renal income of the working ¢cless in general. 
Workers in stores and shops and factories in most places earn about. the same 
real income as bofore, In a few cities, such as Shanghai where workers were 
cut of hand for a while imcdiately efter Mbheretion, wages were boosted high, 
but a year later, this gain was largely absorbed by slow inflation of the 
currency before the goneral stabilization last sumer, sy closing down of 
businesses and by the “voluntary” reduction of weges, er workers in firms 
end organizations employing 100 people aad over, there is a beginning of 
general workers' welfare by the recent onmnactment of the "Inbor insurance” Lass, 
which requires employers to set aside funds for sickness, child birth, disability 
and injury, nursery for workers' children .and other familiar items of benefits. 
It is likely thet this law will be effectively enforced. Aside from this 

gein, the general urban wage range remains ot the pre-Commmist level of 200+ 
600 catties of millet, or the equivalence in purychasing power of Higl2o-360 in 
Hong Kong today, cxsabout she seseral wage range in Hong Kong at ths present. 
If the salary renge,of college teachers from assistants to full professors 

ig now 500-1,300 ontties of millet, the average gap betweon the brain workors 
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and the menial workers remains much the some as the pre-Commmist period 
after tho War. 


18, An important group in China's urban proletariat are the human transportation 
workers vhioh include the waterfront stevedorcs, the podicab, ricksha, and 
cart nen, These are generally called the coolies ef the city, The Comumniat 
liberation brought them widespread unamploynent and little imprevement in their 
earnings, The government ie putting up a great deal of effort, sending owt 
some of the best organizers, to orgenise this field, so as Go detach it from 
its traditional tie with secret societies (now termed black societies) and to 
replace thin with goverment leadership. In cities throughout the country 
(with the possible exception of Hankow), there is a strong drive against the 
boss system. Sufferers from these coolio bosecs ara encouraged to report 
the extortion and beatinge and other ill treatment. When sufficient semplainte 
are colicoted, the bosses sre arrested and put on w public trial, sufferers go 
on the atage te tell their woos, and the bosses are sentenced to te ahot. In 
Ceaton, o few spectacular mass meotings of thin kind have been held, and a 
number’ of well known soolie bosses wére shot. Newepapors report the same thing 
in other cities, The destruction of the coolis boss system is claimed by 
the government as one of its major accomplishments in overthrowing the 
feudal social order, How thoroughly this system is destroyed is not dear, 
but af one travels through the olties, the coolies ave mich safer te deal — 
with, This is especially eo in Shanghal where one could hardly trust a porter 
ab the deck or the railway station before, In place of the boss system came 
the new organization under strict supervision of party orgenizers, The eld 
nenbership fees, or rather protection monwy, for the former bosses have teon 
eliminated, but meanwhile the service charges are also reduaed fron onesthird 
to one-helf of the pre Communist days, sc their net earnings have made little 
gains 


19, FPedieab and ricksha pullers hove fared differently in different cities, In 
Peking and in some cases in Shanghai, while the real income stays much the 
same'as the preCommmist daya, they mado a notable gein because they bought 
vehicles, paying a small price to the owners who were eager to gat out of the 
business in the chaotic deye inmediately follewing the liberation of the cities, 
or because of drastic reductions of vehiole rentals through either the pressure 
of the workers’ union or regulation by the elty goverment, But in olties in 
the south like Canton, this group have suffered a big drop in their earnings. 
Here, in the postwar yeara, pedicabs and rickehas onjoyed «. beaming business, 
and @ pedisab puller esrned HK$200~400 a month on the average, frequently —_ 
better than a high school teacher, At one time a man had to pey a bribe to 
officlele and labor bosses to get into the business, But after tho liberation, 

_ ® pedicab ocolie could earn only helf as mich due mainly te the reduction in 
business, It was estimated thet, immediately before the Camnmists tock 
over in Canton, almost 10,000 pedieabs vied for business in the city, now, only 
sone 4,000 remain, If the Cantem pedioab men wore hard hit, those in Nenking 
were worse off, for the letter are earning only from 1/5 to 1/4 of what they did. 
Street cleaning, road building end some other public construction projects are 
undertaken mainly to oushien the shock of such depression emong city leborers, 
according to the hints of a Party member, 


2G, Hard hit are the fields of speculation, real estate and luxury trade, while 
trading in necessities and import and export are holding their ground, or even 
maling out quite well in some cases, But no business men is known to hold any 
long range optimism, The fact that they ere still investing their money is 
due to the absence of an alternative, inese as & saraer is eliminated 
from the outlook of the younger generation under the present regine, whatever 
oluse background they may originate from, 


21, Speculation trade, the biggest money maker in postwar China hee boen driven 
underground on ea vastly reduced scale. This field inoludes such things as 
the stook market, gold and gilwer trading and hedging er hoarding of large 
veristy of commodities whose market waluo fluctuete continuously, The stock 
market no longer existe as stish, Gold and silver shops multiplied wildly 
in wartime aud postwar Chinene cities, feoding on the inatebility of the 
currency, They ere now completely closed dew as an unuprodactive, wasting and 
predatory business, and ommere of thé businegs are frequently held as legitinata 
object of coverrnment extortion, such as buying bands. Ia Canton, the Little 
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Market Stroot, formerly a glittering thoroughfare of old and silver, is almest 
aampletely boarded up, The come goes for the similar centers in other sitios 
visited. But some umferground trading in this field still goes on, though 
the volume is wastly -sduosd. Speculation in commodities, espesisliy on @ 
large scale, is made osctremely difficult and rare by the imposition of tha 
tax om coumodities in stock end frequent rigid examination of invertories 

in stores. Beal estai. as a business field is almost nomeariatent, for the 
lack of buyers. Luxur: trades, discriminated egninst by hizh taxes, include 
silk, good restaurants, generel imported articles of clothing and other itens, 
and a wide variety of other businesses thet in the past heve made the life of 
the Chinese middle class confortable, Most woll known restaurants in the 
eities up and down te coast either have elesed dow or changed their business 
to selling cheap ford, catering to the aanmmon people, Most of the business 
mon in these fieldy are drawing on their savings, 


Still holding their own are trades in necessities such as staple food and 

cheaper grades of clothing. To cbtain foreign ourreasy, immort sad exports 

of some fields era eacouraged, sometimes even offered oredis faailities, A 
friend in the e:port trade made quite a bit of money lest year through sovernment 
credit. But no business of thia field can be carried on if it is in sonpatd tion 
ageinest some tr:nsactions sponsored by the gowerrment. Large industrial 

outfits are mosily upheld by the government even with grants of hugs credits, 

and industrialists as e whole at the present are emong those who can hold 

their own if tl.eiy linea are daily necessities and if they do not fai into 
oversproducti na, 


In postwar p:aComunist Canton, there were about 35,000 business firns of 
all eategoriis, By June, 1950, 8 months after the Ccmmmnista took orer, the 
total busines firms renained very close to this numbor, only about 1,100 
less, Many :‘irnu requesting permission to olose dow their business wore 
refuged by ths guvermmamt, If general statements by merchants cen bo trusted, 
onewhalf to tsoothirds of the city’s business firms wore losing money 

in June 1950, and the rest only making expenses. Information from other 
citics shows a siilar pattern, 


As stated et the ivginning, tae destruction of the traditional social order, 
by undermining on lmportent part of its csonomis foundation, neumely the 
bringing dom of tie high insowe level ef the esholars and the officials, 

an inseparable pair, has been going on steadily for half of a century: end the 
Commmist regime, inatead of introducing something entirely new in this 
respect is morely rccelerating and legalizing the trend, The apread of 
adueation to the common man, u trend which the Comuniste elac take up 

with vigor, further helps to slur the line of the traditidnel dichotony 

of the Chinese soc)aty into the brain workers and the menial workers and 

to narrow down tho social and esonamic gap between the tro groups. Ths 

older group of sotolars and offioclals whose nentallity was desply conditioned 
by the old order :‘eel increasingly the pinch of the trend, aud perha,s will 
never be able to ake a therough compromise with it. Sut the younger group, 
let us say, those who graduate from college in the recent ten yeers, have 
nesepted this trond aa the inevitable. Consoientious elanexnts of the younger 
generation mey clill look toe the scholastic and politicel Mold for status, 
but no longer for waalth as wall, Seekers after walth enors the educated 
young have turnai to business careers, after the removal of the traditional : 
stigma against {t by the inpast of the Western culture’ recently.
